Actually Js fo. Since, therefore, Men of Ingenui- 


ty and Rea{on give up their affent to the foremen- 
tion’d Paradoxes, where they may depend upon the 
Knowledge and Inregrity of the Perfons, that ad- 
vance them, (hall we have a greater regard to Man, 
who, how Learned foever, is yet our Fellow-crea- 
ture, tha4nto God our Maker ? Sball we Demur to 
to Divine Infallibiliry, and yet pay a Deference to 
Hutman Fallibiliry. What is this, but to fer the 
Créacure Above the Creator,who is God over all bleffed 
for ever. But as for thofe Doctrines, which are up- 
on a Level with our Reafon, There, if rhey feem 
Repugnant to our reafon, we are fo far from be- 
ing oblig’d ro Believe them, that on the contrary we 
are oblig’d to fufpend our Belief of them, till that 
feeming repugnancy be rationally remov'd.
